Yr is not too much to say that Japan 
wes never boforo in sach a critical con- 
dition ns it is nt present. Not because 
of tho war with Russia, which has 
come to her in spite of pationt and 
praiseworthy effort on the part of the 
leading stateamen to avert it without 
staining their country'a honour, ‘not 
because of the frightful strain to which 
the struggle is bound to subject her 
financial resources, no matter how 
short, sharp, and decisive it may be, 
even if ultimately entircly successful, 
not because of the alarming stagnation 
of commercial and industrial enterprise 
naturally attendant upon the un- 
certainty that now hangs over the 
land ; but becwuse of tho apparent les- 
sening of the feeling of unqueationing, 
unilinching obedience to the com. 
munds of thé Emperor that seem to be 
observable on every side, It cannot bo 
admitted that this view is unduly 
pessimistic, for we have always felt 
that the Japanese, if rightly led, have 
in them a cupazity for development 
along lines which shall 
ducive to substantial progress in’ all 
things moral, social, intellectual, and 
commercial, yet, when we see the way 
scholars, und 
commoners, criticise the acts of the 


statesmen, politicians, 
Government and their dispositic to 
hold thei: Kimperor responsible for the 
acta of the Cubinet, when those acta are 
patently at variance with the wishes 
of the majority of tho masses, wo can 
but apprehend a dangerous weakening 
of that allegiance which has, in the 
past, come so near to being worship, 
Tt is sincerely to be hoped that thia 
view may be wrong, for if the blind 
devotion that the Japanese have hither 
to held for their Emyeror shall be 
destroyed or even seriously weakened, 
it will have results that must be far 
reuching: in their possibilities for evil, 
when we stop to think how thuch of 
socialism has crept into the body politic. 
Until now that socialism, which many 
will say does not exist at all but which is 
clearly to be seen by those who have 
watebed with warm synputhy the recent 
developments, has not been at all of the 
iconoclastic kind, yet the very tempera- 
tent. of the people is of such a character 
us to make them swing far away from 
their old-time allegiance to the Imperial 
House should the cordy which have 
bound thew to their rulers be snapped 
or even loosened. When statesman 
and political writers feel called upon to 
accompany their adverse comments 
upon a Ministry with strenvous protest 
that there is nothing in their words to 
be construed as reflecting upon the 
Emperor, one feels that it is a cnse of 
qui seecuxe s'accuse, and such apologies 
have been rather the rule than the 
of Again, 
men of ability declare unhesitating- 
ly that the Japaneso Constitution is 
merely a document, an empty name, 
not a fact which gives the
